She ſuffered great pain and miſery 
for ſome time before ſhe made her 
exit; and theſe were conſiderably 
aggravated by uneaſy reflections upon

that he alone could ſave her from the 
rocks of perdition, and condu& her 
into the harbour of ſalvation. 

This worthy divine attended her 


_ every day, and exhorted her in the 


moſt pathetic terms, to think ſeri- 
ouſly of regeneration, and the new 
birth. 

Old Jane, who perceived that ſhe 
was no longer a woman for this 
world, turned her thoughtsto.an here-

''#* But Mr. F—te, in the minor, made her a 
methodift before her time, He coming into 
her houſe one day, and hearing her curſing 
at her old rate, cry'd, —— Why, Old Jenny,

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after, and found great conſolation in 
the converſation of this holy man. 

Jane ſometimes finding herſelf a 
little better, went out in a coach to 
the tabernacle, 

The pious preacher was very aſſi- 
duous in his viſits to this poor finner, 
who conſtantly ſtruggled with God 
(for ſhe had no mind to die) and the 
charitable Mr, W—— —4 pray'd for 
her every day at the tabernacle, 

However, the fatal hour at laſt 
arrived, and the illuſtrious mother 
D——s paid the debt to nature on 
the ſecond of June 1761. 

She was the ſame night carried pri- 
vately out of her dwelling-houlſe to 
an undertaker's. This meaſure was 
very prudent, as there was reafon to 
apprehend, that the mob might riſe, 
and ſome miſchief enſue on the oc- 
cation, So ſhe was buried privately 
in the night-time on the eighth of 


the month in Paddingten church- 
yard.

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She died a true penitent, in the 
ſeventy-fourth year of her age, but 
very little lamented. 

It were to be wiſhed, that clo- 
quence of Mr. W———4d4d, or that 
of the elegant writcr, the ordinary 
of Newgate, had done juſtice to the 
memory of Jane D——s, But we 
ſhall not vainly attempt to give a 
character of her. As, we know our 
abilities are very unequal to ſuch a 
taſk. 

Having thus concluded the life of 
this illuſtrious perſonage we ſhall
